1785. He bought land from John Ble enchett, deed recorded 
Feb? 1786, and a slave from Jesse Griffin in 1792. Moore 
Coc, Bs Ce, Book A, pp. 5, 13, 16, 166, 375) The jury 
service at this early period indicates’ him as a Landotmer,. 
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fhe 1790 Census for North Carolina nemes as heads of 
fanily two Joseph Duckvorths, one in Hoore County and 
enother in Anson (pp. #!, 36); in the former are tabulated 
one white male 16 or over, one under 16, four females, one 
Slave. In Moore County in the 1800 Census (p. 244) Joseph

Of Capt. Jacob Duckworth we are presently certain. of 
Little from surviving records contemporaneous with hin. 
He may be the Jacob "Duck" nemed in e@ muster of Capt. Richard 
Pierce's militia, Col. Samuel Snith, 7 Oct. 1766, possibly 
in the part of Orange County made into Chathan in 1771 
(Seunders, Colonial Records of North Caroline, vs 7, pe 263). 
Duciaiorth wes identified es resident of Chatham County 
(cut off from Orenge in 1771) when he bougnt land in 
Cumberland County from Jenes Muse in Aug. 1771. As he 
was then old enough to buy lend, we must accept his birth 
as before 1750 (end not 21 Narch 1755, es given in DAR 
membership papers).

Many people are researching Benjamin Duckworth (1765-1840). 

The information in the published Duckworth Genealogy about Benjamin Duckworth's 
death at Mobile, buried in Moss Point is only a story. There is and has never been any 
proof that it is true as far as we know. Especially, that he is buried in Moss Point. 
First of all, there was no Moss Point in existance until 1867. The general area was 
called East Pascagoula, and the point of land was sometimes nicknamed "Mossy Pen Point" by 
river men. There is no existing cemetery in Jackson County, Mississippi or Mobile County, 
Alabama which has a burial of Benjamin Duckworth, as far a all records we have found. 

The only known cemeteries existing in the Moss Point/Pascagoula 
River area during the 1840's is the Elder Cemetery and the Krebs Cemetery. We have pretty 
good records of all the burials in them and they are all members of those families. There 
were two private cemeteries for Bradford and Rhodes and we have the burials identified. 

Moss Point is some 40 miles from Mobile. He would not have even come through East 
Pascagoula if he was traveling by land. The road by land which went from Covington County 
to Mobile, is clearly marked on old maps. He would have come up the Pascagoula River and 
passed East Pascagoula and "Mossy Pen Point" if he traveled by water. 


We have answered this same question many many times. We have not been able to find 
out any other information. Oral history and family stories passed down from generation to 
generation seem to be part fact,part speculation and part fiction. The telling changes 


each 
time the story is repeated. Once oral history is printed and published people seem to 


think it is fact and that the story has been proven. This story is an example of that. It 


COULD be absolute fact. 
We just have no way to know.

D., I believe his>> 
name is Granville Hough, and a man in OH has also inquired.
